Tlie Green Card In tlio Mail Ilox. 


There is a little green card in use by 


the post office department that is a terror 
to careless letter carriers. It is a terror 
only when they have once been caught. 
Very seldom, indeed, are they caught 
:he second time. This card is dropped 
n a letter box, and on it is marked the 
;ime it was put in and also the time it 
should bo taken out by the carrier. A 
record iskept by thechief of the carriers, 
and if that little card does not turn up 
with the other mail with which it is due 
t is clearly to be seen that the carrier 
las not taken the mail from that partic- 
ilar box. 


The object, of course, is to test the 


reliability of the earners. Where there 
is any complaint on the part of citizens 
about the tardiness of local mails, then 
a little green card is dropped in one or 
more boxes in the district from which 
the complaint comes. 
Sometimes it 


shows carelessness on the part of the 
carrier and sometimes it does not. It is, 
however, not necessary that there should 
be complaints, for frequently the cards 
are put in the boxes of the most efficient 
men.

they discover them. But where a box is 
missed in which there is a green card, 
then the carrier is bound to get into 
trouble, and very serious trouble at that.

The old newspaper containing the sermon 


is yellow with age. 
I have long preserved 


it. 
The editor of Unit paper was an espe- 


cial object of attack by the low and vulgar 
creature that edited " The Nuisance," and 
nothing so nettled the latter as the uniform 
contempt shown by the other, who never 
deigned to notice in any way whatever his 
abusive and unprincipled rival. 


The sermon is too long to give entire. 
I 


will quote from it at random for the edifica- 
tion of your readers, giving such sentences 
and paragraphs as fancy may impel, without 
regard to logical connection.

began by saying that "the modern news- 
paper is a great engine of civilization, dif- 
fusing the spirit of enlightenment as the sun 
sheds warmth nnd radiance.

These wise counsels prevailed. From the 


foundation of the Government, until the 
year JST.'j, the entire gold and silver product 
of t.be ciuiiiiry was freely receivable at the 
United States mints for coinage. If this was 
wise, one hundred years ago, when we were 
not producers of Hie precious metals, when 
the treasures of the Kockies were wholly un- 
known, and tiudreami'd of, how much more 
wiser is it lo-tlay. We are now contributing, 
year by year, the greater part of the world's 
stock of tilver. 
Is it wise lo discredit our 


own products, lo cheapen our own it- 
sources? 


In thtt carliei period of our history we 


adopted a fixed .-alio of silver to gold similar 
Lo that used in foreign countries. 
The gen- 


(iial ratio was 10J of silver to one of gold, 
but in 18:J4 we adapted the ratio of 10 to 1, 
and immediately our metal went abroad for 
coinage, pmposes, for the excellent reason 
that it could be muni profitably coined in Ilia 
old conutiies than here. While the mints ol 
t i n ) Liii in Union vieie coining at the ratio of 
15!, lu 1, Hit! mints in thisjcotintry could not 
pibcuru silver to coin at tli,; ratio of 10 to 1. 
These slight variations between the fureii;n 
coinage regulation and our own had the ef- 
fect ol drawing out silver pioductaway fiom 
us, and so Ions as Europe eon'ituied to use 
buih muials iu hur monetary systems our 
silver producers did not suffer. Hut after the 
Kranco Prussian war, the gold standard be-

Il is Ibe policy 
of the Republican party to draw the people 
"f the United Slates into one grand unit iti 
th-ir struggle fdrcoiumerci.il supremacy, and 
to exert their combined force, as a vast army 
of producers and consumers, to secure the 
best possible prices for what they have to sell, 
and the lowest possible prices for what they 
want to buy. So long as they havn an enor- 
mous annual product of silver to dispose of, 
it is liltle less than a criminal folly for Ihem 
to play into tbo bunds of tbe f'uraign nations 
who are their customers. It is their duty, be- 
cause ic is their Interest, to procure for silver 
the best price it cau c ominand,

ket for our enormously increasi,ij; silver 
product, except that supplied by England. 
Her control of India called upon her lo fur- 
nish large amounts of coined silver for use in 
India as a circulating medium. The Indian 
coin is known as a rupee. That rupee will 
buy a certain quantity of wheat, and in that, 
country it is not material what the original 
cost of tbe metal in the rupee may be. 


England must depeud on us for this con- 


stant supply of silver, and it is clear that by 
so much as our legislation injuriously affects 
tbe price of silver here, our silver product is 
cheapened in England, Until the year 1873, 
il cost England two shillings to produce tbe 
silver wilb which to make a inpee, but so 
soon as we demonetized silver and failed to 
provide a market lot it in this countiy, we 
vastly increased the supply upon which Eng- 
land could draw, and consequently cheapen- 
ed the price. The silver for a rupee can now 
be bought of us at 1 s. 5 d., and tbe rupee 
made fiom it will buy as inncli Indian wheat 
as it bought, prior to 1873, when the riiptra 
cost England 2 s. Our hostile legislation 
against our own silver product, therefore, has 
bad thi'se two icsults—we have cheapened 
silver, and cheapened wheat,—two of our 
own largest products. 
We have dealt, a 


beuvy blow at the American miner and 
llirougli him at the American Urnier. 


One would think that the remedy for 


these evils, being in our own ba,.ds, might 
be very easily applied, and yet all efforts to 
return lo Hie 1'iee coinage of silver, which ob- 
viously is ihe only efficient remedy, have 
been liereely contested by thousands of our 
own people, and those among tbe most in- 
Hneiilial in the country. The reason of this 
is clear if it be uol wholly creditable. 
By 


so much as money Is scarce, its purchasing 
power is increased, aud the results of labor 
are cheapened. Naturally, then, the money- 
ed power in America has always been op- 
posed to apolic) which would cheapen money 
and render labor more valuable. These 
people, high in financial p iwer and conse- 
quently st.ong in political power, have evol- 
ved all kinds of specious arguments against 
silver coinage. Tbey have slated that our 
silver product, is too large to be profitably 
coined; that the effect of coining would be to 
drive gold into retirement; (.bat we should 
have clii-ap money and dear necessaries; and 
by tlieiio representation?, evrry one of which 
is posilivelv denied by a century of expeti- 
euce, they have been able topi-event a return 
to tbe policy which controled our monetary 
arrangements from the foundation of ths 
Government until 1873. 


At the last session of Congress, the Re- 


publican party concluded to take a long and 
direct s'ep towards free coinage. Its uecis- 
ion was vlgoiously opposed by the moneyed 
oliargarcliy, whose views were expressed 
through the Democratic party. 
A bill was 


passed calling upon the Government to pur- 
chase eveiy mouth 4,500,000 ounces of silver 
at the market price, aud lo issue in payment 
iheietor legal tender Treasury notes redeem- 
able in com. The effect of this legislation 
has been to scatter broadcast over tbe laud, 
annually, in silver dollars or their paper rep- 
resentatives, au amount of silver worth fifty- 
four millions of dollars, thoieby giving em- 
ployment in America for nearly 40 per cent 
of the world's annual product of silver. 
This, of course, greatly" enhances the value 
of that other large amount of silver required 
by India, as that is in the main puichaseO 
from our mines, the price of silver is consid- 
erably increased, and as that, silver is used 
in the purchase and transporation of wheat, 
the pi ice of wheat has correspondingly risen, 
and the American farmer finds himself con- 
siderably better off than he was so long as 
his own government too£ part in degrading 
and cheapening the silver product. 


During the Cleveland 
Administration, 


when the Democratic party was in the as- 
cendancy in two brancues of the American 
government, keeping up a cruel and inces- 
sant warfare upon silver, the price of that 
metal fell to the lowest point that it has ever 
reached, and tbe price of e bushel of wheat 
was proportionately reduced. Immediately 
upon the passage of the new Republican sil- 
ver law, tbe value of the metal increased in 
a marked degree. Soon it had ris-jn from 
91 24—lOOlhs, to $1.19J, and spring wheat 
was selling on the Chicago market at $1.11 
—just 42 cents more than on the day of 
Graver Cleveland's departure from 
the 


White House.

Khe was condemned to 
the milder death by the Rword, though 
Many (bought her a viler magician than 
ter father, M> wickedly fair was her en- 
chantment of beauty, for our priests tell 
us, In the words of the Holy Book, that 
the devil often appears as an angel of 
l-ght. 


While she lay in prison, awaiting execu- 


tion, Vahan heard of her condition. Curs- 
lag her judges and betrayers, he took 
dorse for the capital. He rode like the 
vind, uiglit and day, and even his Koord- 
l'<h mare, that, under u foruyer, had jour 
neyed for three days without food or rest, 
whose limbs were like marble in their 
firmness, dropped dead on the second 
morning. Four homes died beneath the 
furious rider, and still he came too late. 


On the morning of hisarrival (lie maiden 


had been brought into the public square, 
and taken upon the platform constructed 
in its center. None of the spectators bad 
ever seen so beautiful a being. Down 
from her queenly head, about the fairest 
of faces and loveliest of forms, rippling 
even to her feet, fell the richness of iier 
hair, soft and silken as the spider's thread, 
and golden as the sunlight.

even that of a saint, for saint the maiden 
surely seemed, with tho shorn locks of 
pold surrounding her sorrowful face 09 
the halo hovers over the weeping Mother 
Mary. Tbe great two banded sword whis- 
tled through the nir, and the enchantress 
VOH no more. The queen and all that were 
there fled like cowards from the frantic 
curses of Vahan. All alone did be mourn 
ever her body, and then departed to throw 
nway his life in desperate battle with the 
Persians. lie and Vurtan, his father, per- 
ished on the day when Armenia was freed. 


Still, over the hills and valleys, forests 


find streams, float the silken hairs on 
which the curse was laid. They rest not, 
neither on the earth below nor iu tho 
licaven above, but float forever between 
t hem, a memorial to all tho world of tho 
hainc iiKO ciicimnuess, ana iiiu utilu Ar- 
menian children say, as they see tho long 
golden threads stretching over tho mead- 
ows in motionless suspense, "There floats 
the Voki-Vosdein, the spirit spider thread 
that would have caught Vahan in its 
meshes!" 


But in Persia they revere tho old man 


nnd his dough ter as patriots and martyrs, 
nnd look on tho gossamer as a memorial 
of that virtue which triumphs over love 
nnd death itself. 


Yet, however that may be, whether she 


was angel or fiendish enchantress, the Ar- 
menians to this day cannot abide red hair. 
—Marion M. Miller in Short Stories. 


Expensive riuygolng. 


Recently a Bavarian paper pave an im- 


pressive account of the experience of an 
lOnglish family at Oberammcrgau. 
The 


worthy paterfamilias appears to have tele- 
graphed from Paris for lodgings and tick- 
ets for the play.

ELECTRIC CANAL 
BOATS. 


Introduction of the New Motive Tower 


Would Ruin tlie Industry. 


There has appeared in a mechanical 


publication the following statement: 
An electric engineer, of Buffalo, sug- 
gests n, plan to reduce \-ery largely the 
cost of transportation on the Erie canal. 
His plan is to adopt the trolley system, 
now generally in use on street railways, 
to the canal. If the overhead trolley 
system can be applied to street railways 
at a cost of about half that of horse 
ppwer, he ai«guea, why can it not take 
the place of canal mules with a like re- 
duction of cost? The poles and other 
appliances for the overhead wires, and 
in fact the whole plant, covering the 
whole length of the canal, could be 
readily arranged without hindrance to 
navigation. The span would not be too 
wide at any point. 


A reporter asked the opinion of Mr. 


William C. Miller, the electrical engi- 
neer of the Watervliet Railroad com- 
pany. Mr. Miller said: "Why, certain- 
ly it can be done. I do not see why the 
same motive power of turning a wheel 
by the electric current cannot be util- 
ized on a canal boat as well as on a car. 
The only question is the cost. If they 
vnnt to put through Buch a scheme it 
will cost money. As to there being a 
reduction of expense from that required 
for horse or mnle power I cannot say, as 
I am not well enough acquainted with 
the canal to know." 


A very extended and interesting opin- 


ion on the feasibility of the canal elec- 
trical scheme was given by Mr. John D. 
Honan, of the Ronan Towing line. Mr. 
Itonan said: "The plan which you ex- 
plain to me Is not a new one by any 
means. The first man who broached the 
Erie canal trolley system to me was an 
Albanian, who is demented on the sub- 
ject of electricity. I think of course 
merely from a practical, not a scientific, 
joint of view that the scheme is im- 
practicable. 


"There are a thousand and one objec- 


tions to it which present themselves to 
nny mind. 
Take, for instance, the 


trolley scheme. It must be remembered 
that it is canal boats and not horse cars 
that are to be run now. 
The horse car 


islqrced togoin a certain line by the 


sbTid "traclt£ But would Hot a canal 
boat waver BO from side to Bide that it 
would be impossible to keep a trolley 
wheel ou that set wire? Then there 
would be the continual probability of 
the wires blowing down and in other 
•ways being damaged. 
How are the 


trolleys to be managed going through 
locks? Boats, you know, do not travel 
up and down grade in an inclined posi- 
tion as a car does—they are always on a 
level. What would they do at thesis- 
teen locks with the trolley system? 


"I think the trolley system on the 


canal is utterly out of question. It em- 
braces so many points where complica- 
tions might arise, and eo much cost of 
construction, that I think it is entirely 
impracticable. Supposing it were adopt- 
ed. Supposing that all the 7,000 or more 
boats on the canal were on that one, or 
the two, wires. At any time a boat is 
liable to leak or to have an accident oc- 
cur to its motor. What then is to be 
done? It would block the whole canal, 
aud that could not be afforded. 
One of 


the main points—I will say the main 
point—in the introduction of this system 
would be its reduction of expense. That 
is what we are looking for. As canal 
boats are now constructed the introduc- 
tion of the trolley system would revolu- 
tionize tho whole line. 


"There would have to be special boats 


built for the introduction of motors and 
propelling wheels. That would throw 
the great army of canal boats that are 
now being used off the canal, for no 
boats that did not run by electricity 
could navigate in those waters. Can we 
afford to do this? Then the introduction 
of a motor into a canal boat would in- 
crease its tonnage greatly and, I would 
Bay, reduce its carrying capacity almost 
20 per cent."—Albany Argus. 


A Thousand Guln«aa tlio 
Foe. 


Tho largest fee ^ver paid to a Scotch 


ndvocate was that of 1,000 guineas sent 
to the lord advocate with his brief in 
the recent action with reference to the 
Murthly estates. Five hundred guineas 
was the fee at first sent, but this was 
not enough to induce his lordship to 
leave his duties in parliament. Some 
time ago the lord advocate received a 
fee of 800 guineas in a court of sessions 
case—till then the highest fee known in 
Scotland. 
It is curious that both fees 


Bhould have been supplied by American 
millionaires, Mr. Kennedy and Mr. Ross 
Winans, and it is equally curious that 
both of them lost their actions in the 
court.—London Truth.
